which of right belongs to them, and give it all to 
the disloyal, to increase their strength. 

Nor let it bo said that we cannot be sure that the 
colored voters will not be led in the exercise of 
their rights by the whites. For, in the first place, 
it is certain that they will not all lie so led. Men, 
whether from ambition or patriotism, will be can¬ 
didates on the side of the national honor and the 
national interests, and will seek the votes of color¬ 
ed men, and slavery is not there to prevent the use 
of sufficient moans’ for acquainting the voters with 
the true nature of tho questions before them. It 
white men control the votes of colored men, then, 
if the whites are divided, the colored men will be 
divided ; and, if the whites vote all together, they 
will be no stronger if all the colored men vote with 
them. On large plantations the relation of em¬ 
ployer an i employed may operate, to some extent, 
to give to the owner some undue control of tli~ 
borers. So it has been said tliat our large 
owners and others employing many workmen held 
them in political bondage. If this mischief existed 
in anv place, or to any extent, it has certainly been 
greatly exaggerated in some minds; bnt he who 
thought the worst of it never imagined that he 
found in it a reason for disfranchising any class of 
our laboring men.

whatever property it had owped became by law the 
property of the United States 

Now it happened that a certain cargo of Confed¬ 
erate cotton was run but of a Southern port and ar¬ 
rived at Liverpool after the war hail erased. It was 
the property of an owner who had dr-erased, and 
his natnral heir stepped in to ponaraa it—that is to 
say, the United State* laid claim to the cotton. 
But this claim was resisted by Mr. Priolran, of the 
notorious firm of Fraser, Xrenholm, A Co., the 
agents in Liverpool of the rebel organization, to 
whom the cotton had been consigned. 

If they had acted only os Consignees, of course 
their nolo business would hare been to hand over 
the property to the heirs of the defunct owner*; 
bnt they went a good deal further, for thev set up 
a claim of ownership in the cotton, as creditors of 
the ‘‘ Southern Confederacy. ” Thnt is to say, they 
asserted their right to reimburse themselves’out of 
its solo for debts owed to them by the rebel authori¬ 
ties. 

The Vice-Chancellor's decision was not final; he 
authorized Trenhohn A Co. to sell tho cotton, as 
receivers, and give security for the amount of the 
sale, remarking that, beyond a doubt, “ when a de 
\/acto government came to an end its property be- 
that of its successor.” But ho added his 

-in, “subject to any argument to be hereafter 

adduced when the cause was thoroughly heard, 
that these successors to such de facto government 
were bound by tho agreement of thoso to whom 
they succeeded.” 

Thin hint tliat the United States must pay the 
debts if it claims the property of the “Southern 
Confederacy” probably inspired a little hope in 
tiie hearts of the despondent English bpldera of 
Confederate bonds; but silly os these persons are, 
thuy appear to hare had sense enough to see that 
the clninces of successfully pushing their claims 
before the United States Government are very 
slight indeed. Confederate bonds did not rise iu 
price when the Vice-Chancellor’s remark become 
public. To hold that we ore bound to pay the 
debts of the ‘‘Confederacy” would in effect be to 
declare that a conqueror is bound to reward tho 
allies of his enemy. 

The Vice-Chancellor waa led away by the seem¬ 
ing parallel between the position of the United 
States towards the Confederacy and that of an heir 
towards the person from whom he he inherits. But 
in this case the creditors have no rights; their 
transactions with the ‘Confederacy were illegal; in 
cugaging in them they voluntarily placed themselves 
beyond the protection of the laws; and if their 
elium were to be allowed, a manufacturer of “ jim¬ 
mies ” and skeleton keys might bring suit against 
the superintendent of police for the value of the

Humming up of his obeerrstiomi during au extended tour.

Lexington, N. C., July 31. 

After a ride of nearly two hundred miles tnrough 
tho counties west of the North Caro nt Railroad, 
our tittle party has reached the first military post 
since it left bails bury.

The as¬ 
sociation with people of all classes lias been most in- 
tipiR^ i , The object ol tour on the part of Mi ** 
authorities was to organize police forces, so us to 
secure tho interests of loyal men and prevent un¬ 
warranted persecution of those who have been dis¬ 
loyal This duty made it necessary to ascertain the 
views and feelings of both parties. 


DEFRAUDING THE NEGROES. 

In a recent trial before the Freedman’s Court in 
the Nashville Department, the following facts were 
elicited in the testimony oi one of the colored 

en : 

On the 1st of April my old master proposed that 
if I would take the negroes that formerly belonged 
to him and make him a good crop, he would give 
if of all that was raised, 
were to put in forty acres of cotton, fifty 
of corn, six acres of sorghum, and two of 
vegetables, all of which we did. Some weeks after¬ 
ward he told us ttiat tie could not give us half the 
produce, but told us : 

“I will make a new contract with you, and give 
you one-third of all you raise on mv farm.” 

We agreed to this in good faith, and one week 
after that time he said he would not give one-third ; 
that he did not have in a crop to justify him in 
giving any portion of it; and then said he wanted 
ten more acres of com put in, which we agreed to 
do, provided he would give us one-third as he 
agreed to do, in his second contract. To this 
he replied that he would not give us any portion of 
it He then said he was going to employ a new 
man to attend to his business. The overseer came, 
and we asked him what he was going to give us. 
He said that our master said he would give us fif¬ 
teen dollars a month, and would take our provisions 
and clothing out of our wages. If we did not hire 
on these terms we must leave the place. We stud¬ 
ied the matter over, and concluded that on account 
of onr wives and children we would stay and make 
a third contract with onr master. One* week after 
this he ramp to ns and said : 

44 1 will not give you fifteen dollars a month.” , 

We asked him what he would give, and he an- 

rered : 

44 1 will not tell you what I will give you ; I will 
give you just what I please, and no more. ” 

This took place daring the present year, 1865. 

In 1864 our master told us to raise him five acres 
of com, and we might raise as much cotton as we 
wanted ; that if he raised any the Yankees would 
take it from him. Afterward’he told ns he wanted

The books of Bishop Oalenso mast needs be “ dull" to 
the majority of people, because they consist of a vast 
array of minute evidence, proving something which, 
though intellectually and spiritually important to them, 
they are iU-iustrux.-ted enough not to care about. These 
hooks ought, however, to be prized by this multitude, 
being written in their interest not less than in the 
interest of truth. The great work which Bishop Colenso 
has already accomplished, and which has enrolled him, 
even if his labors should proceed no further, among the 
benefactors of his age, is the assemblage of an array of 
evidence in the English language, enabling those who 
have no knowledge of Hebrew to be competent judges 
whether or not tie first six books of the Hebrew Scrip¬ 
tures rare historically trustworthy; and thus releasing 
them from intellectual subjection to a set of men whose 
professional and pecuniary ends were served by a dog¬ 
matic decision upon that point, based upon their (as¬ 
sumed] knowledge of Hebrew, and a habit of stigma¬ 
tizing as profane and irreligious every attempt to show 
evidence on the other side.

duty of the military to preserve order; (hat though rnagis- 
i have been appointed, they do not take official notice 
of unlawful violence toward freedmen, although such acts 
have by no moans become nnfrequent in the different ueep 
tions ot the State. He also says that of late several cases 
ot homicide of freedmen by whites have been brought to 
his knowledge, hut in no case, so far as lie had learned, 
was any arrest made by the magistrate or civil officers, or 
attempt had for investigation. And from his own observa¬ 
tion and information, these acts of violence are becoming 
more freqnont. He therefore thinks prompt trial and 
punishment hy military commission the only adequate 
remedy for the evil.
